in the lirst eonimunication printed 
we find tho following allusion to a tri- 
al in Livingston county early in the

game: 

In conclusion of this eomiimniea- 
tion I will reuall an incident of a trial 
in the county of Liylngston — the only 
one worth iememl)cring — which oc- 
curred during the short period which 
I practiced at the bar. I waa then the 
attorney for the commonwealth in this 
district, and piosecute<l a man named 
Smith, for passing counterfeit money 
oil (pld man Watts. During the trial, 
prominent among those who were ac- 
tive in endeavoring to procure a con- 
viction was a Mr. . His seal in 

the prosecution attracted the atten- 
tion of the judge, myself and other 
members of the bar, and we conclud- 
ed that he, too. had suflhred at the 
hands ot the prisoner. The prisoner 
was found guilty by the Jury, and 
when brought up (br sentence Judge 
l^owkr a-ki d him the cu-toninry ipies 
lion whether he had any legal reason 
to assign why the aentenoe of the law 
should not be pronounced.

For some years all manner of plans 
have been suggested for revising our 
schools, but the people would not 
concentrate.

In October the propoaition was sub- 
mitted and carried by a vote of t.vo 
to one. In the spring of 185)4 the 
bo>ids were put ou tbe market, and it 
eeenicd that ic'hody at home wanted 
tlieiii, and the prospects looked gloomy 
but some money came this way by 
and by. Several architects submitted 
plans, and thfct of M- J. W. Qaddis, 
of Vincenne.s, Iud., was accepted. 
Contractors t-aid tliat a house accord- 
ing to the pi.;! a i' pted could uot be 
built for the S^iOOiK). Mr. IVlhel.of 
Morganlitild, bid a l.ttlu under H^wo 
and got the ooutraot, and the trustee-! 
congr.ilulate thein-ilve.- not only for 
getting such a low bid, but upon get- 
ting such a perflect gentleman, and 
capable workman as Mr. IJell.el. 
From the lime the lirst tfpadelal ol 
dirt wds moved until the weather 
.vane \vii< set in its racket on t'ie 
tower, the relations lH>tiveen the board 
and the contractor were of the most 
agreeable nature. Kverytbing came 
up t ) contract, and even better. The 
trustees are c.-'i>eeiiilly imh bti-d t ) the 
contractor and his skilled foreman, 
Mr. 0. J. Burget, of Marion. 

Tlif buildini,' wh e'.i w.i-; e-wiiol'led 
jJdlurday, embraces eight rooms and 
four lanre hall ways, besides six clonk 
rconn. Ou tiie first 11 lor arc tour 
large school rooms, lu each whidi 
maybe easily seated sixty pupils. 
On the rec.ind floor are two school 
rooms similar to th ise b'.;l iw, besides 
the music room, and the auditorum or 
hapel, the latter will seat four or five 
hiii;died people. The ro )ins were all 
conttrueted wiiii nn eye to comfort 
and conveuieuce. Tlieie are t«o 
flights of Bfps leading from the first 
llooi ; the building has three eutrauccri 
each into u commodious hoUway, 
through double doors. 

Jut-t before the tower was comple- 
ted, some enterprising spirits conceiv-
